NIGHT SCHOOI. TEACHERS

Their Ounliﬂoutlons Discussed by
Bchool Board Committee at Its

The members of the teachers'
mittee of the bLoard of control, at a
meeting held last night, digoussged at
some length the qualifications for night
gchool teachers,

The reports firom the varlous control-
lers ns to the schools alrendy opened
and the teachers nppointed showed that
a number of the latter did not possess
the necessary quallfications agreed upon
by the board a year ago. It was de-
cided ot that time that no woman
should be accepted as a night school
teacher who was nol a graduate of the
training school or of gome normal col-
lege. Where a male principal wuas re-
quired 1t was declded that a graduate
of the High school could be employed.

Superintendent of Schools Phillips re-
ported at last night's meeting that sev-
eral of the teachers appointed do not
possess these qualifieations, Several of
the members of the commlittee were in-
clined to the belief that the rule already
adopted should not be strictly adhered
o and that graduates of St. Thomas'
college and of St. Cecella's academy
should be eligible lfor appointment,

The members who were opposed to
any such relaxatlon of the rules argued
that this course would work an Injus-
tice to those graduates of the training
school who have been unable to secure
places as regular day school teachera
and who should accordingly be given
an opportunity to teach in the night
schonls.

The whole malter will be threshed
out at Monday night's meeting of the
board, when the appointments come up
for confirmation,

INCREASE OF $31,240.05 IN THE
TOTAL RECEIPTS.

Intevesting Figures for Fiseal Year
Ending on June 30 Last, Showing
the Large and Substantial Growth
of the Buaslness—8ince Postmaster
Ripple Took Charge the Postal Re-
ceipts Have Been Doubled—Com-
parison with Business Dons at
Other Large Offices in the State,

The best evidence of the steady and
gubsgtantial growth of Beranton as a
business and industrial centre can be
gleaned from the reports of the busl-
ness done by the Scranton postoflics,
Of the 76,2156 postoffices In the United
States, there are but forty-slx which do
# Jarger business than the Scranton
office, and of the 210 frst-class offices
In this country, ours s forty-seventh.

In the state of Pennsylvanla there are
6,060 postoffices in all, 344 of which are
known as presidentlal offices, and of
this number Scranton I8 third, with
Philadelphin first and Pittsburg second.
